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Reagan tax initiative: Will it cost more or less? 


Governor Ronald Reagan wants to stop 
what he considers a dangerous expan- 
sion of government, so he has placed a 
constitutional amendment to further con- 
trol the state budget on a special Nov. 6 
ballot. 

The survey booklet on Possible Bud- 
get Reductions and Transfers to Obtain 
Compliance Through 1977-78,” which is 
put out on request by the State’s Legis- 
lative Analyst, says “the ‘goal’ of <the 
initiative is to reduce expenditures over 
the years until they reach 7 per cent 
of personal income.” The Analyst also 
says that the State Government is not 
recommending these reductions under 
normal conditions( but the possible pass- 
ing of the initiative itself. 3

Scholarship, Graduate Fellowship, Col- 
lege Opportunity, and Medical Student 
Contract Programs.

A.S.B. to reorganize 


Student leaders in a special political 
science course set up to restructure their 
faltering government and to rewrite the 
constitution outlined part of their plans 
at Tuesday’s meeting of the A.S.B. Com- 
mission. 


A.S.B. Vice President Gerald Hun- 
sucker described the plan which would 
change the A.S.B. from a money-making 
and activity-planning body to a body 
which represents student opinion on 
campus committees. 


Rather than being funded by the 
A.S.B., organizations which are now par- 
tially supported by the A.S.B.’s revenue 
from the book store, will be supported 
by a new financial body, the College 
Events Board (CEB). 

This board would meet at designated 
intervals during the school year, to chan- 
nel funds to the various departments 
which depend on these funds for sur- 
vival. The money would be divided be- 
tween the “new’’ A.S.B., publications, 
athletics, music, arts and drama. 

The CEB would be made up of stu- 
dents, faculty and administrators. The 
vice president pointed out that these 
plans are only tentative, and that they 
must be approved by the governing 
board before they are put into effect.

Broadway kid on war (Elton is back) 


Mad organ! Black curtains of vivid 
veiled-faced women with heads faced to 
the wet earth awaiting the burial of a 
ladyfriend who has fallen like a dragon- 
fly. So with this introduction Elton is 
back with his first double-set attempt. 

“Goodbye yellow brick road,” is the 
best way for one of the most outstand- 
ing contemporary artists today to return 
amid the big-time critic’s disapproval. 
His last I.p., “Don’t shoot me, I’m only 
the piano player,” was his statement to 
all the critics who had said he was 
washed up. This record should fur- 
ther that statement with its elegance 
of a brilliant broadway musical. 

“Funeral for a friend” is the song that 
sets the mood for this story’s introduc- 
tion. Just over 11 minutes of sweet 
genius. Imagery of wind rain, and the 
processional organ recital, smashes into 
agreeable rock ’n roll. 

“Candle in the rain” is a goodbye to 
Marilyn Monroe. “Benny and the jets’ 
is a simulated live recording that builds 
up like your favorite meditation in the 
dark. 

With “Jamaica Jerk Off,” Elton cap- 
tures the reggae of those early sixties 
with its voices sounding like those of 
ol’ Gary U.S. Bonds and his ensemble. 
Its rock feel can be placed next to Log- 
gins and Messina’s ‘‘Vahevalla” from 
their first l.p. ‘I’ve seen that movie too” 
is a tearjerker with Beatle feel and a 
beautiful backward lead by Davey John- 
stone. 

Side three has significant value for its 
consistency. ‘‘Sweet painted lady” is a 
story which concerns the belles who lay 
the sailors whenever they skip ashore. 
“The ballad of Danny Bailey’ is one of 
the hillfolks shotgunned heroes who lived 
to die infamous. 

“Dirty Little Girl” will make your eyes 
water with Elton shouting with him- 
self “* . I bet she hasn’t had a bath in 
years’’ as all fade into “All the girls love 
Alice.”” The story is about some chick 
called Alice who is presumably bi-sexual. 
It isn’t any big deal but the point. is 
made.
